from Lodi, that the Bnemy’s Army being no longer 
able to fubGft at Treviglio, Prince Eugene broke up 
from thence the 10th, and the 51th encamp’d with his 
Right at Ombriano, and his Left at San Michele on 
the Serio below Crema. The Duke of Vendome 
march’d likewife the 11th and encamp’d at Palazzo, 
between the Canals call’d Torno and Cummuna. 
The 12th he continued his march, keeping equal 
Pace wite the Enemy, from whom he was parted by 
the Communa, and encamp’d over againft the Ene- 

my's Camp, in order to oppofe their Entirprize..

From Prince Eugene of Savoy’s Camp at Mondode- 
na, OGober 15. The 9th of this Month, 2 Hours 
after the Word was given our, Prince Engene gave 
Order for all the Army to march the Day following 
in the Morning. The roth. at Break of Day we de- 
camp’d from Trev’ ‘io without Beat of Drum or 
Sound of Trumpet, out it beginning to rain hard 
by that time we arriv’d near Britamica, Prince Eugene 
thought fit to order us to halt. The 1h. we conti- 
nued our March ; but the Rain having made the 
Roads very bad, and the Enemy having broken 
down all the Bridges of the Canals we were oblig’d 
to pals, fo that our Baggage lag’d a great Way be- 
bind us, Prince Bugene quitted the Route of Brita- 
nica and tnade us bend our March towards Crema ; 
and at Night we arriv'’d within half a League of the 
laf mention’d Place; whence 2 Parties of Horfe 
were immediately detach’d, one under the Command 
of Liewtenant Colonel Sc. Amour, the other under 
Captair Hochberg, vo get Intelligence of the Enemy. 
The 12°). we halted near Crema, The fame Day 
Captain Hoeberg rejoyn’d us with his Party ; and 
was purfued by scoo of the Bnemy’s Horfe quite to 
our advanc’d Guard, when feeing Difpofitions ma- 
king for charging them, they retir’d with all the hafte 
they could to their Army, which having decampd 
from Rivolra was advanc’d to Pallaza, following us. 
Lieutenant Colonel St. Amour having pals'd the Se- 
rio near Moorotine, fet his Men to work to repair the 
Bridges and Roads which the Enemy had {fpoil'd 
fome Days before. Captain Hocberg was fent out 
agen with a Party of Horfe to get Intelligence. The 
13th. thar Captain return’d to the Camp with 13 Pri- 
foners and 14 Horfes, of a Party of the Enemy he 
had Defeated. Monfieur de St. Amout fent us like- 
wife 14 Prifoners and 18 Horfes, and Advice that he 
had kill’d 25 French Soldiers and that their Army 
was advanc’d as far as Lodi. The 14th. we mgrch’d 
agen in 3 Columns, and encamp’d here at Mondo- 
dena which is firaate on the Serio. As foon as we 
came to this Ground, Prince Eugene fent out Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Spleny for Intelligence, with 9o Horfe 
and all our Huffare; and foon after we were inform’d 
the Enemy’s Armay had pafs’d the Adda’at Lodi over 
4 Bridges, and were, marching with Expedition to- 


wards Picighitone. This Evening we have Inrelli- 
gence that the Enemy having repais’d the Adda at 
Picighitone, are advanc’d near to Caftel-Leone, as if 
they defign'd to come and atiack us: So that proba- 
bly there will be-a general Action; which is what 
our Generals and whole Army are as defirousof, as 
the Enemy can be.

Geneva, O&ober 20. Several Merchanis are arriv’d 
here who left Turin the 12th Inftant: Tbey confirm 
that the Duke de la Feuillade has drawn off hisForces.

His Electoral Highnefs 
judging that while the Enemy were taken up with

Of the 
Dutch that defended that little Fort, part were kill'd 
and the reft retir’d intothe Town. About 2 aClock 
all the Spanifh, French, and Bavarian Troops of the 
faid Detachment advanc’d Sword in Hand, to make 
a general Storm ; which the Garrifon not daring to 
ftand, beat a Parley, and offer’d to Capitulate. 
Lieurenant General Grimaldi refufing to receive them 
on any other Terms than as Prifoners of War, with 
this Exception that the Officers Baggage fhould not 
be taken from-them, the Governour afrer fome con- 
teft fubmitted to it: So about 5 a Clock the Troops 
of the 2 Crowns enter’d the Town and difarm’d the 
Garrifon, confifting of 4 Regiments of Foor, viz. 
one of Danes, one of Munfterians, that of Riperda 
Hollanders, and that of Amama Frifelanders, and. 
the Regiment of Dragoons of Walef. Yefterday 
the faid Garrifon were conducted under a linen 
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Guard to Loitvain ; whicher Lieutenant General Gri- 
maldi is march’d to Day with his Detachment, ha- 
ving left here 500 Men commanded by the Swifs 
Colonel Greder.
